Hat Not Receded an Inch from Pre-

Aimaeh, Ireland\*Sept. t.—Michael 


Collins, commander in chief of the 
Irish Republican army and Sinn Fein 
jnimstsr of rtcance, came to his con 
itituency today, the first time he has 
leen able to made a public appearance 
here since 191$, to thank Ills support- 
frs for electing him to the Dall Eir«- 
^nn. and, as he explained, for giving 
mm a mandate ''not to sit in the north 
parliament." 


He proied a most emphatic speaker 


both in Irish and English 
and 


somewhat reminiscent of Theodore 
RooseteJt when he brings his 
together but speaks without a single 
gesture. 
He- kept his audience en- 


tranced for nearly an hour as he de- 
nounced the partition of Ireland, and 
appealed to Armagh to follow Tyrone 
and Fermanagh in denouncing alle- 
giance to the 
northern parllamen 


thus "striking the last blow against 
English control of Ireland." 


Mr. Collins touched very gingerly 


upon the peace negotiations, explain- 
ing that at the present moment he 
must choose his words. "England," 
lift said, "is handing out parliaments

Orangemen Usea as Tools.
